Further resolved, that, a Committee 
of three be appointed by the President 
to go to Albany and appear: before the 
meeting of the Agricultural Committee 
of the Assembly, on March 2d, and in 
the name of this Club protest against 
the passage of the said bill. Carried.

Mr. Smith referred to the next annual 
meeting of the H. F. A. of A. and 
suggested that this Club take some action 
in relation to their entertainment at 
that time.

Butter Industry in the Argentine 
Republic. 

During the years 1895-1899, in- 
clusive, 9,027,027 pounds of butter 
were exported from the Argentine 
Republic, an average of 1,805,405 
pounds per year. In 1900 the ex- 
ports of butter amounted to 2,322,- 
633 pounds, in 1901 they increased 
to 3,322,391 pounds, and in 1902 
they reached a total of 9,240,000 
pounds (official figures, 4,125 tons), 
an increase of 170 per cent on the 
previous year and of 400 per cent 
on the average of the five years 
1895-1899. For the first three 
months of the current year the re- 
turns show an exportation of 4,533,- 
760 pounds (official figures, 2,024 
tons), of butter, about half of the 
amount exported during the whole 
of 1902. 

The following table shows the 
amount of Argentine butter import- 
ed by various nations during the 
five years 1895-1899, and also for 
1900 and 1901. Detailed figures for 
1902 and the first three months of 
1903 are not avainable.

From these figures and from the 
study of railroad rates for the trans- 
portation of butter it seems safe to 
fix the average price of Argentine 
butter f. 0. b. at 18 cents per pound. 

The following table shows the 
prices ruling in the London market 
during December in the years 1900- 
1902 (reduced approximately — to 
United States currency per pound) 
for butter imported from various 
countries :

From the foregoing it will be seen 
that Argentine butter has improved 
in price in the London market very 
rapidly in the last three years, until 
now it stands second as regards de- 
mand, and that the average price— 
approximately 24 cents—leaves a 
high rate of profit to the Argentine 
exporter. 

It is only natural, therefore, that 
the dairy industry should be increas- 
ing rapidly in importance here, and 
it should ultimately reach enormous 
proportions.

This would leave a yearly profit 
of, say, 24 per cent on the capital 
invested. Allowing for some exag- 
geration in the estimation of yield, 
one can safely put the profit as 20 
per cent. 

Much is being done toward im- 
proving the breed of cattle in this 
country, and the milk-producing 
stock will doubtless soon be greatly 
bettered. The Durham breed is the 
principal base for the crossing of 
Argentine cattle, and will in a few 
years predominate on the estancias, 
or estates. The splendid results ob- 
tained from the Durham breed for 
dairy purposes is well illustrated on 
the estancias of Messrs. Santamar- 
ina, at Tandil. In a little less than 


six months 5,000 mixed or mestiza 
Durham cows (natives crossed with 
Durhams) have been tamed. From 
these 3,750 good milch cows have 
been obtained, each giving an aver- 
age of over 4 quarts a day. Ina 
short time all 5,000 will be giving 
the same results and the dairy will 
produce 330,000 pounds of butter 
per year. 

Some of the leading estancieros 
(farmers) have gone in for cross- 
ing the Durham and Flemish breeds 
and have obtained excellent results. 

The principal dairies in the coun- 
trv are: 

The Granja Blanca, belonging to 
Mr. KE. Fynn, established some 
twelve years. It has two establish- 
ments besides the factory in Buenos 
Ayres. The first, at Las Heras, had 
on December 31, 1902, 2,445 milch 
cows, and on the Escobar farm there 
were 2,492. The returns from Las 
Heras farm for 1902 were:

This establishment turns out 


the following products: Pasteurized 
milk, maternized milk for rearing 
children, sterilized milk, in bottles 
and tins, for travelers and invalids, 
concentrated and condensed milk, 


kefir, sweet milk, butter, soap, 
casein and milk liquer. 
The Martona, at Canueles, is 


another establishment which ranks 
high. It belongs to Mr. Vincente 
L. Casares and, like the Granja 
Blanea, has shops all over Buenos 
Aires. 

The Company La Union Argen- 
tina, at Buenos Aires, makes butter 
from milk and cream sent to it 
from all parts of the Republic. It 
has lately purchased one of the 
largest Radiator separators in the 
world, capable of handling from 
2,500 to 3,500 quarts of milk per 
hour. 

a Marino owns a farm at Las 
Palmas with nine dairies and 1,050 
Durham cows, and there are 1,600 
more when any of the others get 
dry. It also possesses a creamery 
in Zapiola, with a cheese factory: 
about 300 ows are milked there. 

A group of estancieros sends milk 
to the Progreso and ‘Tandilera 
dairies. The factories make the but- 
ter for 1.2 cents per pound, and, in 
case of export, they guarantee the 
estancieros a minimum of $19.54 per 
100 pounds. The Progreso turns 
out 2 3-4 tons per day, and the 
Tandilera 2 1-2 tons. 

The Santamarina creamery, in 





Tandil, has 3,000 cows, and will 
shortly work 5,000; there will be 24 
dairies spread over 24 1-2 leagues. 

The dairy industry is now spread- 
ing from the Province of Buenos 
Aires to other parts of the Republic; 
Cordoba, Santa Fe and Entre Rios 
are all going in for the business. 
Large orders are being placed with 
importers of dairy machinery.—(EHd- 
ward Wilson Ames, Charge d’ Affairs 
ad interim, Buenos Aires, May 18, 
1903.)

Milk sistency or justice in 
Standard making an arbitrary 


legal standard for a 
natural product in its original state of 
production. There is no more sense in 
requiring a certain per cent of butter 
fat in natural milk, than in requiring 
a certain per cent of acidity in commer- 
cial fruits. So that a natural food 
product is wholesome and_ unadulter- 
ated, any law that interferes with the 
free sale of that product upon its merits 
to people who wish to buy the same, 
we believe to be unconstitutional. 

Such a law can neither benefit the 
producer nor the consumer. It can 
only benefit the middle man. A legal 
standard of butter fat in milk can bene- 
fit the producer of milk of a high butter 
fat content, no more than the producers 
of milk of a lower butter fat content. 
It merely enables the middle men to 
standardize their milk, and pocket the 
profit when the average runs higher 
than the standard. Such laws, whether 
constitutional or not, are invidious class 
laws, and should not be allowed to stand. 
What is needed, and all that is needed, 
are laws requiring that food products 
shall be wholesome, unadulterated and 


sold on their merits. 





In another column is 
Score Cards: presented the Score Card 

proposed by Prof. Pears- 
on of Cornell for judging the Sanitary 
condition of Dairies. We understand 
this Score Card was unanimously ap- 
proved by the Syracuse Farmers’ Club 
at their last meeting. 

We have not studied the card suffic- 
iently to suggest changes, yet we would 
be slow to approve it in its present form. 
We note that Health of herd is given 
9 points. How would a herd of say 45 
head of cows be scored with 44 cows 
in good health, and one off condition? 
If five were off condition that would be 
only one-ninth of 45, and naturally should 
count one point off; but one cow, and 
certainly five cows off condition, might 
render the milk of the whole herd un- 
wholesome, and yet, the score should 
not stand the same as if the whole herd 
was off condition. 

Again, we note that /Tealth of Attend- 
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ants count the same number of points 
as Health of herd. Is it true that the 
ill health of a milker has the same effect 
upon the sanitary condition of milk, as 
the ill health of the cows that secrete 
the milk? We think not. 

Clean over-all milking suits and milk- 
ing with clean, dry hands, is given 7 
counts. If we were scoring with this 
card, we would allow 6% of these points 
for dry hand milking. Someone else 
might allow 6% points for the Clean 
over-all suits and Y% point for dry hand 
milking. 

We certainly approve of reasonably 
clean milking suits, but who is to de- 
termine this point of reasonableness, 
men who have been brought up among 
cows, and know what it is to milk, or 
some dapper health officer who has some 
squeamish silly notions in the matter? 

Suppose the milkers go to the barn 
at four o'clock in the morning, and don 
their immaculate white over-all suits. 
The cows are driven in out of a rain 
storm. There is no time to wait for 
these cows to dry off, the milking must 
be done and the milk taken to the 
station, at a definite time. The milk- 
ing is commenced. The cows you are 
milking insist on wiping their feet on 
your immaculate trousers in front, and 
the cows behind are wiping theirs off 
on your trousers in the back. Your im- 
maculate frock is discolored by the wet 
flanks of the cows. Well, just as you 
finish, in walks the health officer with 
his score card in hand. Think you that 
you would get 7 points on general ap- 
pearance ? 

There is a theoretical side, and there 
is a practical side to these questions, and 
the theoretical is not always the prac- 
tical. Before placing a score card with 
an arbitrary scale of points in the hands 
of any man by which to judge the sani- 
tary condition of your herds, you will 
do well to study the subject carefully.

W. W. BROWN. 
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Milan, the Paris of Italy. 
By Dr. J. B. Wilson. 


Continued from last issue. 


Milan is called the Paris of Italy, ow- 
ing to its beautiful streets, sumptuous 
palaces, elegant shop, music and general 
gaiety: of the people. Its streets are 
generally better paved than the Ameri- 
can cities, but of course it has not the 
traffic we have to cut them up. 

As to the people, the poorer classes 
compare favorably to our own. The 
average crowd on the streets compare in 
appearance with the people of New York, 
London and Paris. 

In fact, I never saw so many hand- 
some, well dressed men, and beautiful, 
stylish women anywhere. In America, 
we judge the Italian by the Neopolitans 
and Sicilians who come to our shores. 
There are still to be seen some of this 
class in Milan, but the great majority 
are as Frenchy as Paris itself. The 
Italian women dress in warm colors, and 
such shirt-waists as you will see. They 
would drive the Cincinnati women dis- 
tracted with envy. And such array of 
diamonds and other jewels! 

Milan has a population of 350,000, 
and about 500 churches. It has many 
palaces, art galleries, parks, public gar- 
dens, monuments, libraries, museums, 
and a great many private collections of 
paintings, sculpture, prints, engravings, 
ancient medals, coins, arms, bronzes and 
ancient valuables. They have a fine 
street railway system, splendid lighting 
and are right up to date in all the 
modern improvements. They have the 
best public school buildings I have seen 
since leaving America. They have one 
of the largest and finest theatres in the 
world, and the musician or actor who 
succeeds in winning the favor of the 
Milanese, wins an international repu- 
tation. 

The people are great readers. The 
daily papers compare well with those 
of Paris and London. A _ book-store is 
to be seen on nearly every square. 
Their windows are full of the best and 
latest works especially those on science 
and sociology. I saw everywhere the 
translated writings of Darwin, Haeckel 
and the French authors along these 
lines. 

I tell you all these good things to 
prepare you for some other revelations. 

Very naturally, the cause of the hap- 
piness, prosperity and progress of the 
Milanese will be attributed, by many, to 
the presence of Christianity which has 
ruled supreme here for fifteen centuries, 
swaying the morals and education of the 
people. 

This city is no longer in the hands of 
the church. The deadly grip of modern 
progress and Freethought have wrench- 
ed it from the church’s clutch. When 
the church was all powerful, there were 








no public schools, and little education 
of any kind. The Milanese wore red 
bandanas on their heads instead of silk 
hats. They didn’t have granite streets, 
electric lights, street cars and daily 
papers. 

The world’s progress, like the sun, 
has pierced every guilty hole. 

As I have previously told you, Milan 
is the most wealthy progressive and 
modern city in Italy. 

Now, what think you, when I tell 
you that it is also the hot-bed of Anar- 
chy and Socialism ? 

The advocates of these principles are 
so bold that they do not fear to proclaim 
themselves. 

The question arises. Are these sy- 
nonomous to Italian progress? Which 
was best, the former reign of church 
and aristocracy, or the present reign of 
Socialism and the Democratic senti- 
ment? 

The question answers _ itself—for 
where these are not, throughout Italy, 
the old conditions of superstition, ig- 
norance, poverty and degradation §re- 
main. 

I find here that the Anarchist and 
Socialist are only very mild Republi- 
cans. The dread and fear of such is 
only bug-a-boo. The real viciousness 
arises from those who would still keep 
the masses ignorant and subservient and 
superstitious. 

The Anarchist and Socialist demand 
representative government, free press, 
free speech, divorce, and the separation 
of church and state. They demand just 
what the Democrat in) America de- 
mands, and would be satisfied with far 
less. From what I see of them, I would 
call them the modest kind of Republi- 
cans. : 

I put this question to a number with 
whom I talked. “You claim to be 
peaceful Republicans, but resort to dy- 
namite and assassination. What = ex- 
planation can you make for such in- 
consistency ?” 

This, invariably, would be their re- 
ply: 

You want to know why we resort 
to assassination. Let me first ask you, 
‘Why do you resort to lynching and 
burning negroes at the stake? You 
have assassinations in your own country, 
have you not?”, 

“About the same causes which pro- 
duce lynchings in your country produce 
assassination here; the difference is, you 
have hundreds of lynchings and burn- 
ing at the stakes, where we have one 
assassination. You attack the helpless, 
ignorant negro who commits an indi- 
vidual crime. We go after the power 
which brutalizes all. Where one girl 
is ravished by negroes in your country, 
thousands are ravished here by the no- 
bility and rich.” 

King Humbert was killed fer the 
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same reason you burn a nigger, the 
difference being that the nigger is half 
savage and less accountable and his 
example is not imitated by the rich and 
powerful. The domestic affairs of 
Humbert were always in disorder, and 
the example of home-life he set to the 
Italian people was corrupting in the 
extreme. 

Men did not hesitate to tell me that 
they were either Socialist or Anarchist. 
I would ask them to point others out 
and name their business or profession, 
as I was interested in studying their 
faces and classifying them. I must say, 
that I was amazed when professors and 
physicians, and Signor so and so in a 
dress suit, were pointed out as members 
of these agitating societies, and to some 
of these I was introduced. 

I asked these people what were their 
aims and what did they expect to ac- 
complish. 

They replied: “That they aimed to 
establish a Republic, separate church 
from state, cut down the army and po- 
lice, tax all property alike, grant divorce, 
establish hospitals and homes’ for the 
aged, and otherwise erect a government 
upon humane principles.” 

I believe that Americans generally, 
associate Anarchy and Socialism with 
the discontented slum element. Among 
Italians, we associate it with the Neo- 
politan and Sicilian, the lowest classes 
of the country. But Milan, the weal- 
thiest, most modern and progressive city 
in Italy is the very hot-bed of these 
classes. I do not go to the slums for 
information, but to swellest cafes in the 
city. I have found out that we, in 
America, do not understand the situ- 
ation over here, and that we are scared 
at a name. 

For myself, I think Socialism im- 
practicable, and that philosophical An- 
archy, so-called, is a beautiful dream. 
Tolstoi is a human crank. His ideals 
cannot be realized as long as_ the 





negative—evil and selfishness — exist 
in human nature. We must have law 
and government, but as little of it as 
possible. 

Here, they are trying to reduce the 
laws; in America we are piling them 
up mountain high. 

I believe, however, from what I ob- 
served here that these extremes of sent- 
iment will, in time, have the effect of 
peacefully producing a happy mean and 
that a Republic will eventually arise 
from their propaganda. Governments 
change verly slowly. The Freethinker 
and Free Mason in Italy are the powers 
which will temper excited minds and 
all will end well for this glorious and 
illustrious land. 

So far as I can see, all that any of 
these agitating bodies ask is no more 
than the liberties we ourselves enjoy.

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OrriciAL REcORDS OF HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN Cows. 
39 Cows. From Feb. 15 to Feb. 25, 1905. 


During the period from Feb. 14th to 25th, 1905, reports of thirty-nine cows were confirmed. All made seven-day records; 
four made thirty-day records and nine fourteen-day records. Thirty-seven of these cows made seven-day records soon after 
freshening, these averaged as follows : Fourteen full-age cows ; age 7 years, 4 months, 1 day ; days from calving 22; milk 448.2 
lbs.; quality 3.23 per cent.; fat 14.335 lbs.: Three four-year-olds ; age 4 years, 5 months, 2 days; days after calving 30; milk 
377.7 lbs., quality 3.54 per cent.; fat 13.266 lbs.: Seven three-year-olds ; age 3 years, 6 months ; days from calving 20; milk 352 
ibs.; quality 3.37 per cent.; fat 11.784 lbs.: Thirteen two-year-olds ; age 2 years, 5 months, 26 days; days from calving 29 ; milk 
327.4 lbs., quality 3.28 ; fat 10.727 Ibs. 

Two cows made record eight months subsequent to calving ; one a heifer 2 years, 16 days old at freshening, soon after which 
she made a seven-day record of 246 Ibs. milk containing 8.173 Ibs. fat ; she now makes another seven-day record commencing 
246 days after calving of 99.2 lbs. milk containing 3.868 lbs. fat. The other a cow 6 years, 1 month, 18 days old at freshening, 
soon after which she made a seven-day record of 584.2 lbs. milk containing 29.132 lbs. fat ; she now makes a seven-day record 
commencing 270 days after calving, of 456.3 Ibs. milk containing 16.965 Ibs. fat, and also a thirty-day record commencing 247 
days after calving of 1,933.8 lbs. milk containing 68.346 Ibs. fat. The average product per day of the earlier test was 83.5 lbs. 
milk containing 2.876 lbs. fat. The average product of the later seven-day test is 65.2 lbs. milk containing 2.424 lbs. fat. The 
number of days from calving to close of the latter test is 277 days. The average per day of the two seven-day periods is 74.4 ]bs. 
milk containing 2.650 Ibs. fat. These amounts multiplied by 277, the number of days from the date this cow freshened to the 
close of her last test, gives for this period 20,608.8 lbs. milk and 734.1 Ibs. fat. At the time the last seven-day record closed she 
had been carrying a calf nearly four months and a half. Can stronger evidence of the staying quality of a breed be given ?
